The second act in t'no recall of Co- 


villa's city officials was stnyed Monday 
veiling in the council clrimber by the 
riling of ;\ petition for tin; recall of the 
city clerk, Dai Icy S. Stafford. 
The peti- 


tion was signed by 17.") names and set 
forth the reasons for the recall as fol- 
lows: 


"That said Dailey S. Stafford is neg- 


ligent in the performance of his duties 
aj? city clerk and city assessor; fre- 
quently delaying meetings by being late 
or remaining absent therefrom; is lax 
in the preparation of the minutes and 
assessment roll; has stated 
that 
ho 


would ilo everything he could to ob- 
struct the action of the board of trus- 
tees and that it would bo one continual 
fight between him and the board of trus- 
tees for the rest of his term unless the 
board reinstated Robert Creushaw as 
city marshal and tnx collector of the 
city of Covina." 


In accordance with the law govern- 


ing the recall of a city clerk, the peti- 
tion was referred to E. P. Warner, a 
local elector, for verification of 
the 


signatures. In all other cases the clerk 
is the authorized authority to verify 
recall petitions. Following this action 
the council adjourned until Wednesday 
evening. 


At the Wednesday evening meeting 


of the board, with its entire member- 
ship present, E. P_ Warner filed his affi- 
davit, stating that he had reviewed the 
petition and found it signed by 171 
qualified voters, more than a sufficient 
number required by law. 


The board, without debate, adopted 


a resolution called for a special recall 
election for Thursday, January 25. On 
this date there will be submitted to the 
voters of Covina the question not only 
of the recall of the city clerk, but also 
four of the five trustees—pverholtzer, 
Budd, Longworth and Harnish. 


The reasons assigned for the recall of

Harding and Volstead 


Time was when the strongest of the prohibitio'nists "shied" 


at President Harding, who was never one of them. It was 
even charged and never denied that the genial Marion editor 
owned some brewery stock, as many other business m'en did in 
the olden days, even, for example, as the good and great "Wash- 


jjijj 


That President Harding does not now' own 'brewery stock 


and does not sing "wet" songs, is not more strange—only more 
recent—than that "Washington would not now own slaves and 
trade them for rum if he were to revisit the earth and become 
president next year. 


All these things—simple, undeniable facts of everyday life— 


are evidences, in the language of Brother Jasper, that "de 
w^orld do move." 


But in all ages men and women who know nothing, see 


nothing, learn nothing, have attempted to block the wheels of 
progress by clinging to the yesterdays and their customs. The 
American people should be thankful that President Harding 
does not belong to that type. He has the faculty of realizing 
that the "past passes into the past as time passes." He has 
long read the handwriting on the wall and realizes that prohi- 
bition has come to stay, that opposition is futile, and that the 
law should be enforced. 


In a recent able message to congress he used some clean-cut 


words of advice on the duty of the hour respecting the enforce- 
ment of law. 


It is encouraging to real Americans that the 'president in- 


vited, this week, the governors of the states and territories, 
fifteen of whom responded, to a conference with the federal 
executive authority, at which time definite policies of national 
and state co-operation in administering the prohibition laws 
were adopted. He stated frankly that "the day is.unlikely to 
come when the prohibition amendment will be repealed, and 
that the nation should adapt its course accordingly." 


President Harding tells congress that if the statutory pro- 


visions for prohibition enforcement are contrary to deliberate 
public opinion, which lie does not believe, the vigorous and 
literal enforcement will concentrate public attention on any 
requisite modification. 


"Such a course," he adds, "conforms with the law and 


saves the humiliation of the government and the humiliation of 
our people before the world, and challenges the destructive 
forces engaged in widespread violation, official corruption and 
individual demoralization."
